OPENING ADDRESS. 


TWENTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL EXHIBITION 
OF THE STATE AGRICULTURAL 
SOCIETY. 


Delivered in the Pavilion, Sacramento, 
Tuesday Evening, September 21, 
1880, by H. M. Larue, President 
of the State Board of 
Agriculture. 


Ladies and Gentlemen : Long established custom 
has assigned to the President of the State Board of 
Agriculture the duty of extending a formal welcome 
and courteous greeting to members of the State Agri­ 
cultural Society, and visitors to the annual exhibi­ 
tion. It is also an established custom on these oc­ 
casions to inaugurate the annual exhibition by tlie 
formality of an opening address. In its inception 
nothing beyond the welcome already alluded to, and 
an official declaration that all parts of the exhibi­ 
tion were completely organized and fully opened to 
inspection, was contemplated by this ceremony. 
But custom has enlarged upon this original idea 
and has expanded the opening address Into the 
proportions of au annual message from the execu­ 
tive head of the society, in which the largest latitude 
in the way of report, suggestion and discussion has 
been indulged. In 
discharging the duty thus 
made iucumbent 
upon the President of the State 
Board of Agriculture, permit me to call your atten­ 
tion first to the changes made in the laws of our 
State concerning the organization, appointment and 
powers of the Board. Y’ery early in the history of 
this State the people recognized the great educa­ 
tional advantages of agricultural and mechanical 
exhibitions, and the value to intelligent iudustry of 
agricultural and mechanical Societies. The law or­ 
ganizing a State Board of Agriculture and incor­ 
porating the State Agricultural Society was among 
the earliest placed upon our statute books. From 
time to time liberal appropriations from the 
State Treasurv in 
aid of the Society and 
in promotion of its annual exhibitions have 
been made. But the new Constitution ratified 
in 1879 contaiued a sweeping prohibition against ap­ 
propriations from the public treasury for the benefit 
of any corporations or associations not under the 
exclusive management and control of tho State. 
While under the law of 1852 the State Board of Ag­ 
riculture was the creature of the State, and while 
by that Act a Department of Agriculture was crea»ed' 
as a department of State Government, still the 
members of the Board were chosen by annual 
mass meetings of members of the State Agricultural 
Society, in which only members of the Society were 
eligible to vote. The State Agricultural Society 
alsj possessed tbe right of control of the annual 
exhibitions, and the power to adopt, alter or amend 
the articles of association and the rules governing 
the Board. The corporation was not under the ex­ 
clusive control of the State as a distinctively State 
institution, and therefore w ithin the category of as­ 
sociations ineligible to receive any gift, grant, aid or 
subsidy from tlie State Treasury. All this has been 
changed. By the Act of 18S0 the Board of Agri­ 
culture is appointed by the Governor of the 
State. All laws, rules, articles of association, 
with all legi ilative authority formerly be­ 
longing to the State Agricultural Society, are now 
by law vested solely in the Board of Agriculture. 
This, the twenty seventh annual exhibition of 
the Society, is the first held under the 
new 
order 
of 
things. 
The 
law 
creates 
a Board of twelve Directors, and requires 
the appointment of tho members thereof by the 
Governor. At the last annual meeting of the So­ 
ciety three members were elected for tbe ensuing 
throe years. At the close of that meeting the 
Board as constituted stood as follows : H. M. Larue, 
L. U. Shippee, S. J. Rose, G. W. Hancock, D. Flint, 
G, W. Colby, R. H. Newton, Cyrus Jones, W. P. 
Colman, P. A. Finnegan, rhe Governor of the 
State in making appointments to fill the twelve po­ 
sitions created by law appointed all the members of 
the Board as constituted by the State Agricultural 
Society, adding two additional names—M. D. IJoruck 
and Joh i Boggs—to complete the additional num* 
ber. Thus the organization appears to be identical 
with that existing before the passage of the 
law of 1889, but, in fact, the entire legal 
aspects of 
the 
Board 
and 
Society nave 
undergone a complete revolution. A Department of 
Agriculture are been established as a department of 
State government; the members of the Board of 
Agriculture and State officers, the rules of this ex­ 
hibition, have the sanction of statutory law; the ex­ 
hibition itself is held by the authority and under 
the protection of law ; the objects and aims of the 
State Agricultural Society have been indorsed by 
this commonwealth ; the whole people constitute 
its membership, while its transactions and exhibi­ 
tions, its efforts to dignify and enable labor, dissem­ 
inate information on subjects of practical and 
scientific agriculture, manufactures, mechanics, 
mining and the fine arts, have been placed side by 
side with the State University and the common 
schools—a recognized department iu the great sys­ 
tem of public education. In the law uuder consid­ 
eration the State Agricultural Society is fully recog­ 
nized. Its mission is by no means at an end. Its 
annual meetings will still be continued and relieved 
from many elements of contention growing out of 
succession in office; the Society can address its efforts 
to still higher achievements in consonance with the 
aim of iti founders. Tlie agricultural societies of 
California have accomplished more for the cause of 
practical education than all the schools of the State. 
The public recognition of the importance of this de­ 
partment of public instruction is a high achieve­ 
ment, the honjr of which belougs to the State Agri­ 
cultural Society. But there remains other and 
higher work to be performed, and judging from the 
past, 1 am justified in believing that the State Soci­ 
ety will not be found wanting in that zeal for whi.h 
it has been so distinguished. 
THE LESSON OF THE SEASON. 
The past season has been one of unusual produc­ 
tiveness. The yield of all the staples has been 
satisfactory. There his been failure in none. The 
wheat harvest, how’ever, offers the broadest field of 
suggestion, and to the lessons derived from the ex­ 
periences of this year I will devote the full limit of 
this address. 
The product of the harvest has been variousk 
estimated at from 809,000 to 1,200,000 tons. From 
reliable data I accept the mean figure between these 
extremes and adopt the sum of 1,000,000 tons as the 
aggregate yield of the season. This I am fully per­ 
suaded is not an overestimate. At the low’ market 
rate now ruling this wheat is worth $25,000,000. The 
north windsof March and April inflicted great injury 
upon the growing wheat in many loeaities, reducing 
the yield from 30 to 40 per cent, below a full crop. 
The somewhat unusual occurrence of seeing the 
wheat appear to ripen twice in the same season was 
witnessed this year. After harvesting had begun 
in many cases the apparently dried stalks freshened 
and the process of filling was resumed. This did 
not, however, fully compensate the bad effects of 
the north wind. Tlie aggregate yield has far-reach­ 
ing significance. It establishes the persistency of 
the wheat-growing capacity of our soil. Many of 
our friends who farm with the pen rather than the 
plow have been warning us that our lands were 
worn out. In some years past the average yield per 
acre had fallen so low that many felt a serious dis­ 
couragement. It was the honest belief of many 
that the day of large crops had past for California. 
The splendid yield of this year proves that the char­ 
acter of the season has almost everything to do with 
the fluctuations of the yield from year to year. The 
present season has clearly demonstrated tlie fact 
that tho fertility of our oldest wheat lan is is by no 
means exhausted. The harvest of thi9 year has 
furnished couutless instances whero lands which 
had been cultivated to wheat for a long scries of 
years returned a crop equal to the yield of virgin 
soil. In fact, it is the universal opinion of al 
w’ell-informed men that but for the deleterious 
effect of the north wind early in the season, the 
average yield of this year over the entire State 
would hate been equal to the best average ever 
noted. As it is, however, if we exclude the locali­ 
ties injured by the unfavorable character of the 
season, the average yield per acre is fully equal to 
the best average ever attained in ar.y former season. 
I desire to be understood not as undervaluing the 
rotation of crops and the many highly valuable sug­ 
gestions for restoring to the s dl its depleted fertil­ 
ity. I desire in thi9 connection simply to assert 
what ha9 been fully established by the crop produc 
tion of last year, to w it: That the wheat lands of 
California are not depleted, and that in seasons 
equally favorable with those of former years, par­ 
ticularly those years which are noted in the 
agricultural history of the ¿tatc for the high 
average yield per .acre of their harvests, 
with a recurrence of the rama character 
of season we find a recurrence of the same high 
average yield of wheat per acre. We have set the 
production of wheat in th s State for this year at 
1,000,000 tons, which is equ; 1 to 33,000,000 bushels, 
aad value 1 at $25,000,000. 
In comparison with 
some other State3 of the Union, thi* amount does 


not appear to bo a very largo production, hut when 
we come to consider the comparative agricultural 
population of these States, the productivei'apacity of 
our soil and climate is brought into view. The en­ 
tire population of California is about 800,000. Of 
these, one-third are engaged in mining, one-third 
more form the metropolitan and mauiuf act tiring 
population of the State, leaving about one-third of 
the entire population engaged in agricultural pur­ 
suits, or less than 300,000 people. 
The State Board of Agriculture for the State of 
Illinois reports the wheat product of that State fur 
this year at 46,000,000 busht Is, but the Sute of Illi­ 
nois contains about *2,400,0*10 inhabitants, at least 
1,500,000 of whom are operative agriculturists an 
agricultural population five times that of the Sute 
of California. The large jield of the harvest of this 
year having established the persistence of our w heat- 
growing capacity, the next questiou is how much 
land remains to be added to the w heat-grow ing acre­ 
age of tho State. I am persuaded that already the 
best wheat-growing sections of the State are fully 
under cultivation of that cereal, except such sec­ 
tions as require irrigation to make them productive. 
With the aid of irrigation, however, the wheat lands 
of the San Joaquin valley alone are capable of produc­ 
ing a larger annual yield than the entire production 
of the State for this year. There are also lands iu 
the sections of tbe State possessing sufficient annuaj 
rainfall to make a crop which have not as yet b^en 
brought under cultivation. It is probably uo exag­ 
geration to claim for California a possible annual 
production ef wheat equal to 100,000,000 busnels. 
This is presented as within the reach of early possi­ 
bility. 
Tbe problems of both the present and future are 
transportation and market. We have from the bar 
vest of this year a surplus for export of 500.000 
tons. To reach its market this wheat must be 
transported to tbe seaboard by rail and tlie nee 
by ocean around C*»oe Horn to Liverpool. This is 
the longest voyage made upon the earth for com­ 
mercial purposes. Our v heat must make a longer 
voyage and pay a higher rate of transportation than 
any offered in tlie market at Liverpool. Owing to 
this great distance we cannot take advantage of the 
rise iu the breadstuff* in Europe, because we cannot 
reach the Europeaii in irket until the demand ha* 
been in a great measure supplied from the wluat 
ports of our Atlantic seaboard and of tbe Black Sea. 
A rise in the prices of breadstuff* iu Europe to-day, 
which would cause a general movement of wheat 
from tlie interior to the seaboard, would at once 
overtax the carrying capacity of the railroads 
and the rivers of California. The first great need of 
the producers of this State is cheap warehouse 
facilities at tidewater. This is the one im penti\e 
necessity of the California farmer. As soon as the 
harvest begius the wheat should be moved 
to 
the seaboard 
and 
stored 
in 
ware­ 
houses 
accessible 
to 
sea - going 
vessels. 
We have produced 33,000,000 bushels of wheat, but 
when we offer this in the market we find a combi­ 
nation of forces producing a low price. The market 
is in the hand* of merchants, commission men and 
brokers. The large ) ield for export has raised tho 
rate of ocean tonnage, while the storage capacity of 
our warehouses is hopelessly inadequate. To over­ 
come these disadvantages it will be necessarvto form 
associations of wheat producers to build and ow n 
wharves and warehouses st the seaboard. These 
associations, holding large quantities of wheat ready 
to ship, could be placed in receipt of the same infor­ 
mation as to movements in breadstuff* in the lead­ 
ing markets of the world now monopolized by the 
commission merchant. 
The great natural outlet for the products of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys is at the St rails of 
Carquinez. It is already clearlv manifest that this 
natural outlet will in the near future be tbe point 
of the largest export lommerce of any port on the 
Pacific. Whether by rail or by water, all commer­ 
cial lines couverge at Carquinez. The construction 
of warehouses and w harves at that p rt of sufficient 
capacity to answer the demands for storage of our 
export surplus would confer the largest benefit upon 
the graio-producers of the State. But the grain- 
growers can coufer this great benefit upon them­ 
selves, and to the advantage of facilitating the su r 
plus product to its market add the saving of com­ 
mission and brokerage, and reap the j refit of wharf 
age and storage. T he aggregate of these items upon 
this year’s surplus will not fall short of $3,COO,OCO. 
I most earnestly commend this suggestion to the 
ctreful consideration of the intelligent andcnterpris 
ing fa»mora of this State. 
PRODUCTION AND TRANSPORTATION. 
During tlie year our State ha9 been visited by a 
gentleman holding credentials as Commissioner of 
Agriculture for the Government of Great Eritain. 
The object of his visit to Ca'ifornia was to 
ascertain, first, our capacity for the produc- 
due;ion of breadstuff* and beef, and second, 
the probable future persistency of this taj a- 
city. 
This inquiry on the part of the Govern­ 
ment of Great Britain grows out of the fact that the 
facilities for transportation of beef and brea Istulis 
are such, that they may be produced in this coun­ 
try and transported to the consumers in 
England cheaptr than they can be produced on 
the other side of the ocean. The freight rates from 
the great centers of the West and from the Atlantic 
seaboard, aie so low that the beef and breadstuffs 
raised in Nebraska and Kansas are delivered in the 
markets of England at a rate below the co*tof home 
products of that countrv. The question is already 
mooted as to whether the lands of England and 
Ireland may not be more profitably devoted to 
other products than 
breadstuff* and beef. 
The present disturbed relation between tbe tenantry 
and the landlords of Ireland grows out of the fact 
that the staple articles of human food are produced 
in America and transported at such low rates as to 
very greatly reduce the profits of the tenants, thus 
reducirg his ability to pay the rents heretofore ob­ 
taining. It is already manifest that America will 
raise all the breadstuffs and beef for the European 
market, and more than successfully compete with 
the production of these staples in those countries. 
This result is due to two leading causes. First, the 
progress made in the invention and application of 
agricultural machinery. 
Within a quarter if a 
ecntury the labor of each operative agriculturist ha* 
been supplemented by labor saving machinery, 
augmenting the productive power to an almost in­ 
credible degree. It is the sober conclusion of in­ 
vestigators that the agricultural machinery em 
ployed in the United States is equal to the productive 
capacity of 300,000,000 of men. A single farmer in 
this State has chiefly, through the aid of agricult 
ural machinery, raised 
nearly one million 
bushels of wheat in a single season. There is an 
instance in this State of a single farm of 50,000 acres 
being cultivated by the employment of less than 300 
men. Before tbe advent of machinery the same re­ 
sults could not not have been attained by the em­ 
pica ment of 5,000 men. 
The sc :ond cause is to be found in the increased 
facilities and constant downward tendency in ratas 
of transportation The beef raised in the very 
heart of this continent, even at the foot of the 
Rneky mountains, is served fresh on the tables of 
England. In both these directions the limit of pos­ 
sibilities has not been reached. We have scarcely 
entered the broad domain of labor-saving invention, 
while the great science of transportation is scarcely 
beyond its first infancy. From where we now stand 
we see approaching the time when the fruits of our 
valleys will appear on the tables of London and 
Paris as fresh as when picked from the tree and 
vine. Estimated by a comparison of tho cos'- and 
facilities of transportation, San Francisco is nearer 
to London to-day :han the city of Buffalo w ast) the 
city of New York at the beginning of the 
century. 
The unmistakable tendency is to 
cultiva e every product where nature lends 
tbe largest measure of assistance. Tbe great 
advancement made in the means of transportation 
and communic? tion is working radical changes in 
the industrial pursuit* of the world. The grain 
fields of the West have forced the almost entire 
abandonment of grain-growing in New England for 
the more diligent and more profitable attention to 
dairy products. In this we find an instance fully 
illustrating the tendency already alluded to. Tlie 
same principle has equal application to all produc­ 
tions, whether of the farm or the factory. The pe­ 
culiar and special advantages possessed by any 
locality inures to the benefit of all the world. 
Tbe distribution and assignment of all productions 
to the soils and climates best adapted to their 
growth, will prove as advantageous to mankind as 
has been the division of labor into the various 
trades, arts and professions. In the production of 
breadstuff* Ca ifornia p >ssesses in her peculiar 
climate an advantage enjoyed by no other country 
of which we have any knowledge. I refer to the 
absence of ra.ln during the period of harvest. In 
ail other wheat regions of the world iueioment and 
unfavorable weather during harvest time is one of 
tha leading obstacles to successful wheat fanning. 
Rains end storms during the period of harvest 
throughout the temperate z-ne often inflict the 
heaviest damage, not u.frequently resultiug in the 
total los* of cro]>3. In California a disaster from 
this source is never known <-r ayqorchended. From 
May to November our grain ripens and is harvested 
under c lo u d le ^vio*. Thi* is an advantage not 
easily over-estimated. 


The quo.tion as to whether all thr*e yreat dilcoe- 
eries of se.enee an,! mechanical invention, by «húh 
the productive opacity of men is increased », d 
manual labor saved tend to dUturb the mote e.|oal 
distribution of wealth, and inete.se the disparity of 
condition between the rich and the jnn r, is one that 
has engaged the attention of the most profound 
thiukers and employed the pons of the ablest 
writers of modem times. 1 do not prepose to enter 
the arena of discussion with these learned men 
either to 
dispute 
or 
agree 
with their 
conclusions. 
I do, however, bog your in­ 
dulgence while I present 
a 
few 
obvious 
consideration* bearing upon the general subject of 
the effect of a’.l progress iu labor saving discoveries 
and machinery. Labor is the chief factor in the 
production of wealth. Wealth, then, as the product 
of labor, must become uic*re easily attainable in pro­ 
portion as the faeilitiee for its creation increases. 
The harvesting machinery and the more scientific 
methods of agriculture may diminish the demand 
for labor in the production of bread, but tbo coet of 
bread will be correspondingly diminished. 
The 
wants of civilized men multiply and increase 
with the 
|H>ssibilitics 
cf 
supplying them, 
acd rise higher as the preblem of supplyiug the more 
primitive wants reaches a more satisfactory solution. 
The demand for labor to supply the higher ooin- 
forts, and the intellectual wants of life in­ 
creases in exact preportiuoi as the demand for laber 
to supply the ) hysnal want diminishes. The lht 
of occupations increases with every new eeusus. 
New industries and new arts ore constantly being 
added to the profitable occupation of industry. 
These new occupations relate to the higher tastes 
and aspiran n* a* mankind is clevalsd from lowir 
to higher plane* of civilized want. 
A NEW LINE OF TRANSPORTATION. 
Tne close identity between the interests of pro­ 
duction and transportation justifies some reference 
to the approaching en g ^ tMQ of the Southern 
Pacific Railroa i. I have already alladed to the prob­ 
lem of transportation os ? leading factor in the 
profitable production of onr staples. The comp’e- 
tion of the Southern Pacific lluilread will have an 
important bearing uj*on all the leading industries 
of thi* State. When the great wbeat-growirg valleys 
of California are connected with New Orleans by rail 
over the level griules of the southern routs, the 
commercial lines to the final market for our wheat 
will be shortened by 10,000 mile*. We will then 
have a constantly operative means of transporta­ 
tion at what I have reason to hope and believe will 
be reduced ra'cs. The average inland tonnage on our 
grair now Is about $3 50 per ton. The average ocean 
tonnage to Liverpool about #13 per ton, aggregating 
$16 50 per ton from the station or landing to the 
ultimate market. By the Southern Pacific Railroad 
the pro rata of ocean to rail transportation wil1 be 
reversed. 
The tonnage rate from New Or­ 
leans to Liverpool will not exceed $5 per ton. Thus 
leaving $11 50 per ton as the pro rata to rail trans­ 
portation, and without increasing the aggregate 
rate. If exi*ectation in this direction i* well founded, 
the wheat product of California will posses* higher 
advantages iu the market than hitherto enjoyed. 
The completion of this southern routo will intro­ 
duce the now wanting element of competition with 
the long voyage around Cape Horn. It will also 
enable the thippcr to receive quicker returns. Its 
further advantages will be found in the opening of 
markets for tbe orchard and dairy products of south­ 
ern California, and it is within the range of possi­ 
bilities to ship green fruit and fresh beef to the Eng­ 
lish market by that r*ute. At this time fresh beef 
is shipped from points on the Missouri and Missis­ 
sippi rivers by way of New Orleans to England, aud 
the time from Sacramento by rail to tho Crescent 
City is shorter than the time from Kansas City to 
the same ,'oint by water. 
WELCOME TO THE PRESIDENT. 
For the first time in the history of thi* Society 
our annual exhibition is honored by thepreser.ee 
of the Chief Magistrate of the natiou. As a pioneer 
looking back to the early isolation of ihis State, 
this event ha* more significance than it can have 
for those whose residence in California dates since 
the era of transcontinental railroads. It impresses 
upon my mind a most forcible realization of the 
wonderful changes a few years have wrought iu the 
means of communication. From tho capital of this 
great Republic, on the opposite shore of this 
mighty continent, the President of the nation comes 
a* a visitor to spend a few days with us, and then 
to return to the seat of government, having enjoyed 
hut a briof vacation from the full burden of < tficial 
duty. None but a pioneer can know how 
grateful is the task of extending to him a welcome 
among us, for lioue but a pioneer can so well feel 
that by hi* presence here we realize anew the near­ 
ness of this land of our love and adoption to the homes 
of our early and hallowed associations. Ilia Excellen­ 
cy will never realize a continent so broad in extent 
as that still lingering in the consciousness of those 
who made its transit by ox teams. Ho will scarcely 
comprehend the vastness of mountain ranges exist­ 
ing in the geography of those only who toiled on 
foot up their wearisome slopes. But it will be 
borne in upon our people by his coming here that 
all parts of our beloved country are being brought 
closer and closer together by the discoveries of 
scituce, the triumphs of skill and the energies of 
our civilization. These combined have annihilated 
time and S{»ace, until no part of our common coun­ 
try i* distant, no portion of our people neglected or 
forgotten. In honoring the President of this nation, 
we do homage to the dignity and majesty of the 
people. On behalf of the State Board of Agricult­ 
ure and the members of the State Agricultural 
Society, I extend a sincere welcome to the Presi­ 
dent of the United States to this annual exhibition. 
And finally let us remember the labors of the past 
year only in the light of the blessings honest toil 
ever confers. We sowed the seed in hope and trm t ; 
we have gnniered a bountiful harvest with earnest 
gratitude. From the path of every industry we 
have come, bringing the fruits of our toil, the 
skill of our hands, the inventions of our 
genius, the inspiration of our minds. All 
arc trophies of 
that peace aud 
prosper­ 
ity which rests like a benediction upon our 
loved California and our honored nation, and not 
unmindful of that devou; gratitude due to the 
bountiful Giver of all good, I nowr declare the 
twenty-seventh exhibition of the State Agricultural 
Society of the State of California duly open.

The Sand Lot Democracy of San Fran­ 
cisco his degenerated sadly from its first 
beginnings. It set out with tho determi­ 
nation to reform politics. It was too pure 
and good to rest satisfied w ith parties as 
they were, and so it undertook to estab­ 
lish a new organization from which greed 
and venality and all things impure should 
be banished. And after all these months 
we find it silencing a candidate who de­ 
clared that lie had been corruptly ap­ 
proached by a member of the Convention. 
The statement of this person, instead of 
evoking an outburst of horror and indigna­ 
tion, seems to have been regarded as a 
vexatious piece of unseasonable candor, 
and he was thrust aside, and his commu­ 
nication tabled, in a very hurried and 
impatient manner. It might indeed bo 
alleged by fastidious critics that the Dem­ 
ocrats and Workingmen of San Francisco 
seem to ba vicing with each other which 
shall exhibit the most corruption and 
blackguardism. The really serious and 
depressing consideration is that these 
blackguards are liable to capture the mu­ 
nicipality, aud that their coarseness and 
profanity would then appear a congenial 
prelude to the thieving certain to follow-. 
It is certainly time that the moral and 
intelligent elements of San Francisco 
united for mutual protection, but unhap­ 
pily these elements appear to be as inca­ 
pable of acting in concert or with sustained 
energy as their opposites are capable of 
those modes of action. 


DULCIGNO. 
The naval demonstration has again been 
postponed, and the surrender of Duleigno 
lias not been effected. In fact it has been 
placed out of the power of the I’ortc to sur­ 
render it by the simple expedient of per­ 
mitting the Albanians to take possession of 
it. They hold it against both the Monte­ 
negrins and the Turks, and the latter can 
with much show of reason refuse to fight 
the Albanians for no better purpose than 
the recovery of a place which no longer be­ 
longs to the Ottoman Empire. If the Mon­ 
tenegrins waut Duleigno it appears that 
they will be obliged to take it by­ 
force ; but as they arc probal-ly not pri - 
pared to do this, the Albanians will 
ooutinue to hold it until the Powers 
can make up their minds whether the oc­ 
casion justifies nr nec-ssitates their arincd 
intervention. The order to the Consuls 
to remove their families seems to forecast 
active coercion, hut it is evident that there 
is no certainly about the action of the 
combined fl -ets, and it ¡3 open to doubt 
whether tho Powers would not rather pre­ 
fer that the demonstration should he aban­ 
doned. It is at least clear that a peaceful 
demonstration w ill lie quite useless. The 
question is, if any attempt at coercion wiil 
not precipitate that collapse of the I’ortc 
which every European Oovcrnment alike 
anticipates and dreads. 
THE GENERAL MUST BE CAUTIOUS. 
It will become necessary for General 
G rant to exercise some caution in regard to 
mining compauies, if we may judge from 
the past. One such company cither really- 
secured the promise of his name for its Fresi- 
dency, or said it had done so, and on the 
strength of this contrived to put up its 
stock to quite a high figure, and then un. 
loaded it on the public. A similar report 
has recently been set afloat, and it seems 
not improbable that another trick of the 
same kind is in contemplation. 
No doubt 
General Grant is perfectly innocent of all 
complicity in doings of this character, but 
seeing the use to which his name has 
already been put it will henceforth be 
incumbent upon him to use precaution, and 
to watch for and contradict any reports 
calculated to affect the stock market by 
connecting his name with otherwise doubt­ 
ful or unknown companies. 


THE ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT OF 
THE STATE BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 
The address delivered at the Pavilion 
last night I y Mr. Larue, President of the 
State Hoard of Agriculture, deserves far 
more attention than is commonly bestowed 
upon such matters. It is indeed a very 
commendable innovation upon the usual 
form of agricultural addresses, for it con­ 
tains suggestions and ideas which are cal­ 
culated not only to assist, California farm­ 
ers, but to give to strangers and foreign­ 
ers new conceptions regarding the resources 
and the destiny of this State. Mr. Larue 
points out the highly significant and im­ 
portant fact that the crops of the la3t sea­ 
son have practically disproved the sound­ 
ness of the prevalent fear that our wheat 
lands were being exhausted by overcrop­ 
ping to a single staple. He shows that 
land which has borne heavy wheat harvests 
for many- years is still producing with a 
vigor and fecundity showing no Bigns of 
exhaustion, and his inference that the 
wheat yield of the State will increase until 
it has reached the enormous figure of 
100,000,000 bushels appears to he justified 
by experience. The next question dealt 
with in the address is that of trans­ 
portation, and here it is impossible 
to overestimate the value of the advice 
given to the farmers. It is evident that 
with the increase of the crops the difficul­ 
ties of taking them to tidewater become 
greater, and that these difficulties even 
now practically prevent the farmer from 
making his market to suit himself. De­ 
pendent as he is upon Liverpool rulings, it 
is absolutely necessary, for his own pros­ 
perity, that he should be able to seize 
whatever advantages a fluctuating market 
offers, on the instant. But so long as hun­ 
dreds of thousands of tons of wheat lie 
scattered all over the valleys, and so long 
as any rise in the market is certain to im­ 
pose a sudden paralyzing strain upon the 
railroads, it ¡3 clear that therecan beuocer- 
tainty about sales, aud equally clear that a 
large number of farmers must he liable to 
lose the favorable market through their 
inability to transport their crop3. There 
is but one remedy for this, and it is to con­ 
struct spacious warehouses at tidewater, 
and store the wheat there as soon as it is 
cut. Air. Larue proposes that the farmers 
should combine and build these warehouses 
themselves, and there can be no doubt that 
in following this advice they would effect a 
very- considerable saving in a variety of 
ways. It is estimated that the expense of 
eeliing the wheat, including brokerage and 
all cognate charges, amounts to 83,000,000 
per annum. By far the greater portion of 
this wculd he saved if the farmers did their 
own warehousing, and in addition, they 
would thus he able to take prompt ad­ 
vantage of any rise in the market. The 
speculations indulged in by Mr. Larue re­ 
garding the future of the markets for wheat 
and stock are in the main sound. It is 
already certain that Great Britain must 
soon cease to depend at all upon 
her own crops, and that she must 
look to this country for nearly all 
her breadstuffs. The case of beef cattle 
is, however, not yet so clear. It is true 
that the W estern prairies can furnish beef 
iu practically uulimite 1 quantities, hut 
here a question of quality has to be con­ 
sidered. The proportion of really fine 
American beef which finds its way to Eng­ 
land is at preeent very small—far too 
small to enter into serious competition 
with the English stock, whose excellence 
is it3 sure protection. W ild beef cannot, 
at least for some time, hope to compete in 
that field, and it is not yet apparent that 
American stock raisers have decided upon 
adopting more careful (and consequently 
less economical) methods. The breadstuff 
market, however, is already- in the hands 
of the W estern States of the Union, and it 
is possible that these States may present­ 
ly be able to furnish beef as well a3 wheat. 


Mr. Larue calls attention to an ad­ 
vantage in wheat-growing which distin­ 
guishes California above all other ccreal- 
producing regions, namely, the dryness of 
the harvest season. There is no other 
wheat country, in or out of the United 
States, where the entire absence of humid­ 
ity can he counted upon with absolute cer­ 
tainty. Here, however, we know that from 
June to October we can rely with full confi­ 
dence upon uninterruptedly dry- weather, 
and that our harvests will he gathered 
without encountering any of those dangers 
and injuries which constantly befall the 
harvests even of our W estern States. And 
we think Mr. Larue is right in saying that 
this one fact marks California as a natural 
w heat-producing region, and as one which 
will always be found the best country in 
the world for the cultivation of that sta­ 
ple. Tins argument is in complete harmony 
with modern philosophy, moreover. It is 
the principle of adaptation to environment, 
which underlies the most important and 
suggestive deductions of Darwin and h¡3 
school. Nature ha3 always proceeded thus 
in the evolution of her successful species 
and genera, and Man can never be so sure 
of success as when he imitates the pro­ 
cesses of Nature. We are glad to see that 
Mr. Larue takes a broad and sound view 
of the tendencies of labor-saving machinery, 
ar.d that he does not fall into the errors 
which are so easy in this connection, of ap­ 
prehending the expulsion of labor from 
wage-earning industries through the rapid 
diminution in tho demand for man­ 
ual help in 
agricultural occupations, 
lie 
is 
undoubtedly 
right 
in 
as­ 
suming that the multiplication of labor- 
saving machines is always and necessarily 
to the advantage of labor, since it results 
in the production of new capital, and the 
consequent development of new wants, 
which call for an increased labor supply 
under more favorable conditions. As the 
laborer is driven from the severe toil of 
the harvest field, in fact, fresh occupations 
which offer him better wages for lesa ex­ 
hausting work are thrown open to him. 
Every labor-saving 
invention, rightly 
viewed, is a new link in the chain of 
progress which is lifting the masses of men 
above merely servile employments, and 
affording opportunities for the develop­ 
ment and cultivation of their intellectual 
faculties. And as the life of a democratic 
society must ultimately depend upon the 
intelligence of its majority, so it is for the 
highest good of such a society that inven­ 
tion shall proceed even with leaps and 
bounds ; nor is there any thing to be ap­ 
prehended by the w orking classes from the 
most complete substitution of steel and 
steam for nerve and muscle. Mr. Larue 
completes his interesting contribution to 
this discussion of our agricultural future by- 
glancing at the important changes in trans 
portation which the completion of the 
Southern Pacific Ilailroad will bring. He 
shows that the road in question promises 
to settle the question of California’s des­ 
tiny as a permanent wheat growing State 
by removing the sole remaining drawback 
to her climatic advantages. This will be 
done by opening a route through which our 
wheat can be put down at Liverpool after 
a journey of from fifteen to twenty-one 
days, instead of the four or five months of 
the present system. It is needless to dwell 


upon the magnitude of the changes which 
this improvement in transportation must 
involve, but it will be apparent to all who 
read Mr. Larue’s address with the care its 
merit deserves that his conception of the 
great Pacific city of the future seated on 
the Straits of Carquinez has better founda­ 
tion in sober fact and just inference than 
many a prediction which finds acceptance 
on a much slenderer basis of reason. 


SGUTHERN SECTIONALISM. 
The Northern Democratic press does its 
best to counteract the effect of the ram­ 
pant and reckless sectionalism of its 
Southern allies, but it must continue to 
fail to persuade Northern men that this 
Southern sectionalism is not the main cause 
of apprehension in the political situation. 
It is plain that if the South had its way, 
it would enter upon a 
wipiDg-out ” pro­ 
gramme of the moBt radical and sweep­ 
ing character. 
This is not a mere 
suspicion, 
but 
the 
inevitable 
in­ 
ference from the general tone of its writers 
and speakers. These men never hesitate 
to declare their conviction that the con­ 
stitutional amendments were illegally rati­ 
fied, that the negro ought to be deprived of 
the franchise, that the authority of the 
Federal Government over the State ought 
to he abolished, that the claims of their 
section for damages sustained in the 
rebellion ought to be liquidated, and 
that in brief the very issues to es­ 
tablish 
which the war was fought 
ought to be reversed through the me­ 
dium of a Democratic Administration. In 
fact the evidence is overwhelming that 
sectionalism of a kind wholly incompatible 
with the maintenance of national life, con­ 
trols political thought and action at the 
South, and that if Hancock were elected 
this sentiment would dictate the policy 
of the party. 
For it is not less true 
that the South rules the Democratic party 
than that sectionalism rules the South, and 
thus the fact is brought out that Southern 
issues dominate this campaign, no matter 
what the wishes of the North may 
be. 
The utterances of the Northern 
Democratic press arc fcr these reasons 
without any significance. 
It is too 
apparent that these journals are merely- 
endeavoring to misrepresent the controlling 
spirit of their party. W hen W ade Hamp­ 
ton told his Virginia audience that the prin­ 
ciples of Lee and Jackson were again in 
issue, he knew he was say ing what all 
his hearers would recognize as true. It 
was an awkward confession for the North­ 
ern Democracy to have to explain, bnt 
it was thoroughly in harmony with South­ 
ern feeling, and this is made manifest by 
the whole tone of the Southern press. 
The situation to be faced therefore is 
simple and clear. If Hancock ¡selected he 
will he compelled to obey the dictates of 
the ultra-radicals of the South ; tho men, 
that is to say, who advocate the aforesaid 
“ wiping out” programme. That ho will 
yield to them cannot be doubted, for in 
effect he never would have been nomina­ 
ted liad not his previous course assured 
them that they could control him. The ultra 
Southern policy is consequently the true 
Democratic policy-, and it is this which 
must he counted with if tho Democratic 
party is successful in Novembe-r.

CALIFORNIA. 


TALKAGE ON THE CHINESE. 
Mr. Talmage desires that the Chinese 
should come without check into the 
United State?, on the ground that they 
“ will make glorious Christians.” We are 
constrained to say that this does not appear 
to us to be a pai ticularly powerful argument. 
There nrc tw o peinte te Lo considered in 
regard to it. The first is, whether in fact 
the Chinese are likely- to embrace Chris­ 
tianity. The second i?, whether in fact 
they would be any the less objectionable if 
they did embrace Christianity. As to the 
first point, there is no ground for antici­ 
pating any general conversion of the Chi­ 
nese. This conclusion is based upon the 
practical failure of all the missionary efforts 
which have been made on this coast. 
Chinese Sunday-Echools have been estab­ 
lished, and Mr. Otis Gibson has a sort of 
Chinese convert sample-room in San Fran­ 
cisco, but the evidence that evangeliza­ 
tion has made any real progress among 
the Chinese is wanting. One reason of 
this doubtless is tho conviction of the 
Chinese that they already possess a much 
better religion than that which the mis­ 
sionaries offer them. 
Another reason 
probably is that the illustrations of 
the effects of Christianity upon white 
people, brought to their attention, are 
often of a character to create serious 
doubt whether such a creed can be 
compatible with civilization. For these 
and other reasons the Chinese are not easy 
converts. In regard to the second point, 
the question whether evangelization would 
render them less objectionable, rtflection 
ought to make it apparent that the pro­ 
posed change could not remove the evils 
of their competition. For no matter what 
religion they might profess they would 
still underwork, underlive and undersell 
white men, aud if their immigration was 
continuous aud largo it would still only he 
a question of time for them to expel white 
labor from the Pacific coast. Now it is 
open to Mr. Talmage to say that he would 
prefer Chinese Christians to white Chris­ 
tians, and if that is his position the argu­ 
ment is at an end. But if there he any 
grounds for adhering to an Anglo-Saxon 
civilization in this republic, and if there be 
something more in the wise government of 
a country than questions of supernatural 
belief, the ecclesiastical standpoint of Mr. 
Talmage is hardly deserving of serious 
consideration, savo in relation to its bear­ 
ing upon the narrowness and the want 
of humanitarian breadth and sympathy 
which are too apt to characterize that 
order of intelligence. 


The Presidential Parir* 
V a llejo , September 21st.—At 11 o’clock 
this morning the President and his party ar­ 
rived at the navy yard on board of the 
steamer Saucelito, and after landing were 
greeted with a salute of twenty-one guns. 
The dock was lined with ladies and gentle­ 
men from Vallejo. All of the workmen at 
the yard were at the landing, the bell having 
been rung to allow them an opportunity of 
quitting work to have a look at the President. 
As soon as the party landed they walked up 
the avenue as far as Commodore Calhoun’s 
residence, where a reception was held. The 
steamer left at 1 o’clock for Benicia, wheie 
the party took the train for Sacramento. 
Benicia, September21st.—The steamer San 
Rafael, with the President’s party and sev­ 
eral officers and ladies from Mare Island, ar­ 
rived at the United States Arsenal wharf 
here at 1:30 this afternoon. A large and en­ 
thusiastic assemblage of people from Benicia 
and Vallejo were present, and a numerous 
delegation from Martinez. The Presidential 
party were conveyed to the residence of the 
commanding officer, where an excellent colla­ 
tion was enjoyed, after which the guests were 
escorted around the arsenal and barracks. On 
the arrival and departure of the President a 
salute of 21 guns was* fired. At 3 o’clock a 
special train conveyed the party to Sacra­ 
mento.

Fire nml Explosion of Giant l*om lcr. 
N evada, September 21st.—At G a. m. to­ 
day the town was startled by a fearful ex­ 
plosion, and a dense smoke was seen arising 
from the vicinity of the several mines on 
Deer creek, one mile west of the town. It 
was soon learned that the Providence Com­ 
pany’s hoisting works were on tire, and that 
several boxes of giant powder had exploded, 
blowing the huge timbers and fragments of 
the burning building in every direction. For­ 
tunately no one was injured. The origin of 
the fire is unknown, but it is supposed to have 
caught in the furnace-room, and had gained 
such headway before being discovered that 
the ouly occupant of the building—the en­ 
gineer—had no opportunity to remove the 
powder or suppress the flames. As the fire 
occurred between the hours when the i.ight 
shift leave and the day shift go or, tl.ere was 
no one in the mine. The mill buildings of the 
Providence and the Merrifield woiks, directly 
across the creek, were saved only by the en­ 
ergy of the attaches ot the several mines in 
the neighborhood. In addition to their hoist­ 
ing works, the Providence Company lost 8U0 
cords of wood. Their loss of property and 
damage resulting from a stoppage of the wori - 
and filling of the mine with water, will fa 
not far short of ¿30 000 ; no insurance. 1 h 
owners of the Providence property «ill com­ 
mence immediately to erect much larger aud 
more extensive works.

T. B . Chase, amid great excitem ent, pro­ 
tested. 
E lliot K ing moved to accept the report and 
the resolution as to the name of the joint 
Electoral ticket. 
Chase made a m otion to amend by nom i­ 
nating seven straight Greenbackers. 
This was 
received with 
applause 
and 
hisses. 
The speaker made an appeal for a fair 
hearing, and 
argued against 
the fusion. 
There were a thousand Greenbackers in the 
State who voted for the rest of the ticket 
with Plaisted, who w ill not vote for fusion 
Electors. 
H e protested agiin st giving away 
the future of 
the Greenbackers for four 
W eaver Electors. 
It was a Greenback can­ 
didate and platform that carried the State. 
R ev. Albah Strout, F . M . Plaisted and 
others advised a fusion, after which the pre­ 
vious question was carried, and the resolution 
to fuse adopted, although there was consider­ 
able opposition.

The President cannot will or dis­ 
pose of lands to Indians by treaty. 
Congress 
alone has this power. 
The treaties were

Persons m ay enter pre-emption and 
homestead claim s or any lands not reserved 
by the Government for other purposes. There 
can be no valid objection to the settlem ent 
of these lands.

P l a c e r v i l l k , September IS, 1SS0. 
The TeDth Annual Fair of the El Dorado 
D istrict Agricultural Society terminated 
yesterday by limitation. 
The early even­ 
ing was occupied by the award of the pre­ 
miums by the President, consequent com­ 
ments and congratulations, and promenad­ 
ing, or rather elbowing about through the 
exhibition, while the later part of the 
evening, including a “ smart piece” of the 
morning, was devoted to the grand ball of 
the society, constituting the actual winding 
Hp of the fair ; and it was, indeed, a grand 
ball, presenting an 
array of 
feminine 
' attractiveness quite beyond expectation, or 
the supposed possibility of so unpreten­ 
tious a place. 
Not a notable instance of 
loud or immodest, or even over-dressing, 
gaudy adornment, or offensive extravagance 
in the use of cosmetics, in an assemblage of 
perhaps two hundred ladies, is what could 
hardly be said nowadays with equal truth 
of so large a gathering of urban femininity. 
In grace, beauty, health, vigor aud vivac­ 
ity, too, the vantage of comparison would 
certainly rests with the mountain ladies. 
Iudeed, in this particular, it must be con­ 
ceded that iJlaeervi!le has much of which 
she may rightfully boast. 
The success of the fair, all things con­ 
sidered, has been all, perhaps, th at could 
reasonably have been expected, although 
when the extent and variety of the re­ 
sources of the district are considered the 
number of exhibitors must be rated com­ 
paratively small, leaviug it evident that a 
great proportion of the farmers and other 
producers are not awake to the broader ad­ 
vantages of general anil competitive exhi­ 
bitions, or else are unwilling to make auy 
effort th at ensures no immediate return in 
actual cash. 
But particularly was this 
noticeable in the departm ent of mineral 
exhibits and mining appliances, the latter 
of which was represented by a single mini 
ature quartz mill, and the former by but 
two or three exhibits. 
I t is true that

bewilderingly 
fine, 
but 
it 
is 
equally 
true 
th at 
it 
does 
not absolutely require dirt or cement show­ 
ing a proportion of several thousand dollars 
to the shovelful like that from Z-rga & 
Co.’s mine ; nor rock assaying £10,000 to 
the ton like that of Mr. W att from the 
, Arctic mine, to make an interesting and 
instructive mining exhibit. 
Specimens of 
i the various kinds of gravel in which gold 
I is found in paying quantities, and the re­ 
verse, quartz from the numerous ledges of 
i the several grades, specifying depth, direc- 
| tion of dip, nature of casings, etc., would 
be full of interest, and accompanied by the 
details of average yield, cost of produc­ 
tion, working, etc., would be very valu­ 
able, and the same will apply to al! the 
departments. 
The energy and activity of

severely taxed with efforts to overcome the 
apathy alluded to,, and has undoubtedly 
awakened an interest which will assist 
greatly in promoting the attractiveness 
and usefulness of future exhibitions. 
Now, a word as to the town itself. 
The 
bustle and din of the fair have pass 3d 
away, and yet the evidences of life, thrift 
and prosperity exist on every hand. 
The 
signs, outside display of wares, interior 
arrangement and general fresh appearance 
of the stock of the stores of every branch 
of business betoken active trade and hope­ 
ful progresa. 
Scarcely a vacant habita­ 
ble’ residence or eligible place of business 
ia to be found, and th at ominous sign of 
“ to le t” may be 
searched for in vain 
through her lengthy thoroughfares. 
Mo­ 
rey’s foundry and machine shop, than 
which there can be no better index of the 
vitality of a town, mining or agricultural, 
is well employed, has just finished a ten- 
stamp mill for a new company, large hoist­ 
ing works for the Pacific quartz mine, shaft 
aud cams for the Prospect Flat mill and an 
engine and boiler for a winery near by, and ...... 
__ 
all together exhibits an activity not to be L. Mil For. 
mistaken. 
The hotels, too, of which there 
- - - 
are many, all bespeak growing patronage, 
and to the credit of their proprietors, as 
also to th at of the town, be it said, made 
no resort to raised prices and diminished 
table during the rush of the fair, choosing 
rather the far more honorable and wiser 
course of extending their accommodations 
by engaging rooms in private dwellings and 
employing increased help in kitchen and 
dining-room. 


THE MINES. 
So far as the observation of your corre­ 
spondent extended, the indications are 
th at the real mining has but just com­ 
menced. Claims, both of quartz and gravel 
th at were considered about worked out, or 
were abandoned for w ant of capital from 
one cause and another, have changed hands, 
and under new management are astonish­ 
ing everybody—but particularly former 
owners. 
A noticeable instance of the 
former is the Pacific mine, a few minutes’ 
walk from Main street, idle for many years, 
although A?say mg well, and the deepest mine 
in the county. 
It is now owned by an 
English company, and under the superin­ 
tend eney ot Professor Price of San Fran­ 
cisco, has become one of the best paying 
properties in the State ; and the Empey 
mine, a few miles south, is in the same 
hands, and just about to undergo the same 
transformation. 
Of the latter, the Pros­ 
pect Flat gravel mine is an illustration. It 
iras been considered as worked out two or 
three times, but each time, by following the 
rise of the bedrock, or where it touched 
the underlying lava, piercing thritugh it, 
new benches were found, and usually of 
increased extent. 
At one of these discour­ 
aging phases it was sold to its present 
owners, Messrs. Cutler & Sinclair, who 
have opened into another, and probably 
the main, channel, nearly on the level of 
the ground, from which the first Bhaft was 
Runk over a hundred feet through hard 
lava. This mine, under Mr. Cutler’s super­ 
intendence, although all the gravel has to 
be crushed through a regular stamp mill, 
averages its 830,000 per month right along. 
The same parties have now purchased the 
Cedar Ravine mine, similarly located a 
mile sonth, and are already on the road to 
like results. 
And these are but samples of 
many of the “ worked out ” mines of early 
times, which abound in this region, show­ 
ing plainly that the future of Placerville is 
full of promise.

BOWS 
AND ARROWS. 


For beginners the best bows for use are 
known as self-bows—tb at is, bows made 
from a single stick. 
Of this class the ma­ 
jority are lemonwood and lancewood. 
A 
good, serviceable bow to start with can be 
had for £4 or 35, half a dozen arrows, say 
as much more ; aringuard, finger tips and 
quiver, say £3—so th at the total of £12 or 
$15 will tit out the intended archer ready 
for the range. 
A straw target, thoroughly 
made, with regulation painted facing will 
cost say 56, but can be bought by a club 
or a few friends joining together for com­ 
mon use. 
Once the probationary period is 
passed the archer will become ambitious 
and desire a better bow—and here his 
taste can be gratified with a large variety 
to select from. W hat are known as backed 
bows, made usually from two different 
woods 
(occasionally three), abound 
in 
styles and numbers, at from £7 to .$25 in 
price, according to quality, through the 
various grades. 
Snakewood, beefwood, 
partridgewood, lemonwood, iacewood, yew, 
and so forth, joined with ash or hickory 
for the back are in common use here and 
can be seen at any archery range. 
Perhaps 
the handsomest in appearance are the 
snakewood and hickory, the beautifully 
mottled dark wood contrasting well with 
the white. 
The more expensive bows of 
this class are marvels of finish and work­ 
manship. 
Every part is wrought out to a 
certain scale so delicately graduated as to 
secure the best results in accuracy of shoot­ 
ing, elasticity and strength. 
The yew, 
however, is the bow par excellence, and is 
unequaied in smoothness and elasticity of 
pull, quickness and lack of tendency to 
“ kick 
noticable in all other bows. 
The 
archer desirous of doing the handsome 
thing by himself can get a fine yew bow 
for $250. 
Should th at frighten the intend­ 
ing purchaser, perhaps a statem ent that 
yew can be secured for $15 or $20 may be 
reassuring. 
The fortunate possessor of a 
fine bow is envied among archers less fa­ 
vored, but at the same time has a little 
extra care on his hands in giving it proper 
attention, although th at should be done 
with every bow, whatever the quality. 
A 
frequent rubbing with an oiled rag is to the 
bow what a careful grooming is to the race 
horse, and the better the results in every 
way in either case.—[Exchange.

The ranchers have built 
dams for irrigating purposes, and neglected 
to leave any lish ladders for the trout to 
go up and down the stream by. 
Between 
some of these dams fish have been caught 
in shallow water and their bodies left 
strewn along the shore.

Political M atters—Crop Prospects- 
Accident—Notes and News. 
Si’Sanville, September 12, 1SS0. 
Ju st at the present time politics is the 
all-absorbing theme for general conversa­ 
tion, and is being wariniy dricussed by 
all parties. 
Apparently but little interest 
had been taken in the subject until the 4th 
of the present month, when on the even­ 
ing of that date ex-Governor Wood, of 
Oregon, addres-cd one of the largest Re­ 
publican meetings ever held in this county, 
and this on very short notice. 
His speech 
was one of the most brilliant efforts ever 
listened to in this place, and was a re- 
the notable vegetable wonders 
capitulation of much of the history of the 
*•■ n r r 
Democratic party Bince its adoption of the 
principles of States right», aud what that 
principle led, and is still leading to. 
To 
the younger portions of his audience hia 
speech was a volume of truthiul history, 
couched in eloquent language that brought 
fortn repeated bursts of applause, and to , 
the elder portions it revived memories that 
had been perm itted to slumber, hut which 
are nevertheless indelibly engraven ou 
their minds. 
A t the close of his speech 
three hearty cheers were given for Gar­ 
field. 
On Tuesday evening last, after their in­ 
tention to speak had been announced by 
large posters, the Hon. C. P. Berry and 
General F. P. Walsh addressed the “ un­ 
terrified ” Democracy of this place and vi­ 
A large concourse assembled to 
hear and see their representative in Con­ 
gress. 
The honorable gentleman led off, 
aud soon pitched into the financial ques­ 
tion, where it soon became apparent that 
he hardly knew' what ho did want, but 
stood ready to oppose anything Republican. 
He occupied mucn time in discussing the 
Chinese question, charging the República® 
party with the failure of all plans to solve 
that difficult problem.

Susanville, killed a chicken, m the gizzard 
of which she found a piece of gold worth 
“ six bits.” 
In another sold to a neighbor 
was found a piece weighing $1. 
This set 
M cKnight to prospecting for the chickens’ 
bonanza, which he succeeded in discover­ 
ing a few days ago, and which bids fair to 
be extensive. 
He will soon commence 
mining on his claim, as there is every facil­ 
ity for plenty of water. 
On Monday last John Main, a young 
man in the emply M. O. Folson, of Willow 
Creek Valley, this county, came to his 
death by being crushed between a gate 
post aud a hay wagon he was driving. 
From appearances he had got off his wagon 
to open the gate, when the team started 
and caught him between the post and 
wagon. 
He expired in a few moments. 
On Tuesday the body was taken in charge 
by the Coroner and buried that evening. 
On the arrival of the mail that evening, 
the Sheriff’, H. N. Skadan, received a let­ 
ter containing a photograph of the deceas­ 
ed, and minutely describing him. 
The 
letter was from the father of a too con­ 
fiding daughter in an Eastern State, re­ 
questing the Sheriff to arrest and hold the 
deceased on the charge of seduction under 
the promise of marriage. 
Fearfully were 
that girl’s wrongs redressed. 
Jn st now there is much sickness pre­ 
vailing in town. 
Last week a child died 
of diphtheria, and there are a number of 
cases of typhoid fever, which is mostly 
confined to children. 
No deaths have re­ 
sulted from it thus far. 
During some of the nights of the last 
week in August, there were frosts in por­ 
tions of the county, which injured tender 
vegetables, and, in eome instances, late 
grain. 
Since then the weather has been 
quite warm, the thermometer often reach­ 
ing 90” in the shade, in the middle of the 
day, although the nights are cool and de­ 
lightful.

I can see evidences of solid gains since

storm y wave of hard tim es has passed 
aw ay and the sm ooth sea of prosperity 
taken its place all over the East.
